If this
berry growing business shonld be en-
gaged into any considerable extent
around Montesano, it is probable that
some experienced parties could be in-
duced to build a winery here for the
purpose of handling the crop, especially
if assured of a sufficient quantity of
berries to keep such an enterprise run-
ning through the season.
